Thun, it would mm advantageous to direct to them acne noun broadcasts in their 
satire languages* Horeever, the uan of their native languages would be ingra- 
tiating and would increase their receptivity to the content of such progress* 

For practical purposes, h o wev er, it oust be pointed out that only a few non- 
hmisi languages could be fruitfully emeloyed in radio broadoasta* Bach laa- 
guage should be chosen on the bas is of 1} the size of the population tdilch usee 
the language, 2) the attitude of that populatio n toward the Soviet Govenstent, 
and 3) the number of abort-wave radio receivers among that population* Zt ia 
the *rfi*r* af this paper to indioate rtiloh languages night be engaleyed moat 
fruitfully on the basis of the first two criteria* 






There ard 3*4 to 4 Million Uzbeks living in the Uzbek SSB* They are Uos-

There are aggmodnately 1*5 n&lllaa Moslem Turkomans, who are principally 
located ia the Turkmenian SSB* There are also Many living in Iran and Afghanistan, 
bath of which countries have common borders with the Turknenian 5SR* Cxeir lan- 
guage is r* «***•■» to Uzbek, but the differences are great enough to make the latter 
language for broadcasting to Thxfccns&o* 

Za the 1?20’ s and *30’ s the Turkomans, along with the Uzbeks, participated 
in tbs knlak revolts of the Baswachi, whose headquarters and source of aims was in 
Afghanistan*
